- THE People of the State of Wisconsin, r.  epresented in Senate 

and 'As:rashly, do enact as follows : 
SECTION I. That Henry C. Nheeler, Enoch D. Woodbridge, Trusteett,Ilsc. 

Simeon W. Abbott, James Kirkpatrick, Lyman Kingman, and John ,  
Howe, and their associates, together with such persons as may 
hereafter beessociated with them, be and are hereby created a 
body politic and corporate, with perpetual succession, by the name. 
and title of the " Spring Valley Academical Association," by which 
mine they and their successors shall ba !brever known and have 
perpetual-succession, and shall have power to contract andifecon-,, 
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*used with, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and 
be defended, in all courts of law and equity, in all actions, suits, 
causes, and complaints whatever ; and they shall have a common
